RULES    AMI    REGULATIONS. 

ANNUAL     RATE. 

The  following"  rates  are  established  until  fur- 
ther notice,  and  to  be  paid  by  owner  of  property 
where  water  is  taken  : 

Family  not  exceeding  5  persons,  1  faucet  .    $6  00 
Each  additional  person,  same  family        ...     50 
Bath-tub  or  water-closet,  of  approved  pattern  3  00 
Hose  for  washing"  windows  or  carriages,  or 
sprinkling  lawns,    not  exceeding   1    hour 

per  day,  through  1-8  nozzle 300 

Builders  rates  per  bbl 05 

Hotels,  steam-engines   and  motors,  metre  or  spe- 
cial rates. 


When  water  is  used  for  purposes  not  specified 
in  the  foregoing,  it  maybe  drawn  through  a  meter 
or  a  rate  will  be  fixed  by  the  Superintendent  upon 
application.

CONTRACT. 

Every  person  taking  water  thereby  consents  to 
the  following  regulations,  and  agrees  to  be  bound 
by  them  and  such  other  regulations  as  the  Select- 
men and  Superintendent  may  hereafter  establish. 

APPLICATION 

All  persons  desiring  to  take  water  shall  make 
application  to  the  Superintendent,  stating  fully 
and  truly  all  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  to  be 
used  ;  and  should  additional  use  at  any  time  be 
required  the  person  requiring  the  same  must  no- 
tify the  Superintendent  before  such  additional 
use  will  be  allowed. 

SERVICE    PIPES 

The  town  will  furnish  a  corporation  with  a 
stop,  from  the  main  pipe.  All  service  pipe  must 
be  provided  and  maintained  by  the  person  sup- 
plied with  water. 

Persons  taking  water  must  keep  their  own  wa- 
ter pipes  and  fixtures  connected  therewith  in  good 
repair  and  protected  from  frost  at  their  own  ex- 
pense. 

They  must  provide  a  stop  and  waste  cock,  to 
be  properly  located  inside  the  building  and  have 
the  pipes  so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn 
from  them  whenever  and  wherever  there  is  any 
danger  of  freezing 

USE    OF    WATER. 

The  water  at  sinks  and  other  places  must  not 
be  left  running"  to  prevent  water  in  pipes  freezing. 


or  for  any  other  purpose  ;  and  all  necessary  waste 
of  water  must  be  prevented.  No  owner  or  tenant 
will  be  allowed  to  supply  water  to  other  persons 
or  families,  and  if  found  so  doing'  the  supply  will 
be  stopped  and  the  water  rent  already  paid  for- 
feited. 

INSPECTION 

The  Superintendent  must  have  free  access  at 
all  proper  times  to  all  parts  of  the  premises  where 
water  is  delivered  and  consumed. 

STOPPAGE. 

No  person  shall  open  orclose  any  public  foun- 
tain, hydrant  stop-cock,  water  gate.  I ) low-off  orair 
vent,  attached  to  any  water  pipe  belonging  to  the 
town  except  by  permission,  of  the  Superintendent. 
Provided,  however,  that  this  shall  not  apply  to 
firemen  while  in  the  proper  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

The  town  reserves  the  right  to  shut  off  the 
water  for  making'  repairs,  extensions  or  otherpur- 
poses  without  notice,  and  no  person  shall  be  en- 
titled to  damages  by  reason  of  such  action  of  the 
town. 

BILLS    PAYABLE    WHEN. 

All  water  bills  may  be  payable  semi-annually 
in  advance,  to  the  Superintendent  on  the  first  day 

of  June  and  December.  If  water  rents  be  not 
paid  within  15  days  after  they  become  due.  the 
flow  of  water  may  be  cut  off,  and  one  dollar  will 
be  charged  for  turning  it  011  again. 

Water  rents  will  commence  when  service  pipe 
is  laid.

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Schooi  Report. 


To  the  legal  voters  in  the  town  of  Belmont : 

At  the  close  of  another  year  we  submit  to  you 
our  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  our 
schools. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  what  seems  to  us  a 
prosperous  year.  As  we  have  seen  the  schools 
and  the  work  done  in  them  we  have  concluded 
that  none  have  been  failures.  A  fair  degree  of 
success  has  attended  those  which  we  would  put 
in  the  lowest  place,  while  most  of  them  have  made 
commendable  advancement.  We  have  as  good 
scholars  in  our  schools  as  can  be  found  in  any 
town  which  is  similarly  situated. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  of  well-meant 
criticism  your  school-board  and  teachers  have  had 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  parents  and  citizens, 
and  there  has  been  a  concert  of  effort  to  make 
the  schools  proficient  and  profitable,  and  an  hon- 
or to  the  town.  We  note  with  satisfaction  the 
large  number  of  visitors  at  the  closing  exercises 
of  nearly  all  the  schools.  This  manifestation  of 
interest  is  helpful  and  encouraging  to  faithful 
teachers,  and  shows  an  appreciation  of  their  ef- 
forts. You  pay  your  money  to  support  the  schools 
and  it  is  your  privilege,  and  ought  to  be  your 
pleasure,  as  well,  to  manifest  a  personal  interest 
in  them.  Those  who  have  children  in  school 
should  see  them  there,  note  their  habits  of  study, 
and  conduct,  become  acquainted  with  the  teach- 
ers, throw  encouraging  and  helpful  influences 
around  them,  and  assist  by  kindly  advice  and  loy- 
al support.  They  should  manifest  the  same  in- 
terest in  this  as  in  any  other  business,  for  surely 
nothing  is  more  important. 
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We  have  maintained  schools  in  the  usual  places 
during  the  year,  and  a  term  of  nine  weeks  at  the 
Lower  Province  Road  to  better  accommodate  the 
children  in  that  neighborhood.  In  two  instances 
we  have  considered  it  wise  to  close  schools  tem- 
porarily in  consequence  of  contagious  and  infec- 
tious diseases.  We  refer  to  the  winter  term  at 
Union  and  Upper  Province  Road.  In  this  con- 
nection we  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  rather  re- 
markable fact  that  there  have  been  only  two  cases 
of  death  among  the  school  children  of  Belmont 
during  the  past  four  years,  which  is  an  emphatic 
testimony  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  homes 
and  the  good  habits  of  the  people. 

We  have  had  the  schools  in  session  thirty 
weeks,  which  equals  any  school  year  in  recent 
years.  This  is  none  too  much  schooling.  The 
boys  and  girls  of  Belmont  should  have  as  good 
privileges  for  getting  an  education  as  are  possi- 
ble by  children  in  other  communities.  In  order 
to  do  this  it  was  necessary  to  keep  the  miscella- 
neous expenses  at  the  minimum  ;  using  most  of 
the  funds  to  pay  teacher's  salaries.  In  order  to 
have  as  much  schooling  the  coming  year,  your  ap- 
propriation must  be  liberal. 

In  our  last  annual  report  we  suggested  the  wis- 
dom of  broadening  the  course  of  study  in  the 
village  Grammar  school.  In  keeping  with  that 
idea  we  introduced  English  Literature.  The  re- 
sults have  shown  the  advisibility  of  the  step.  The 
class  which  took  this  study  has  manifested  a  deep 
interest  in  it,  and  the  proficiency  shown  by  its 
members  has  been  most  excellent.  We  think 
more  than  this  can  be  said  :  a  new  world  of  let- 
ters has  been  opened  to  them, and  it  is  confident- 
ly expected  that  good  results  will  be  seen  in  their 
lives  in  coming  years  It  is  certain  that  a  wide 
field  of  enjoyment  and  refining  influences  has 
opened  before  them.  There  are  those  in  the  class 
and  more  are  found  elsewhere  in  town,  who,  to 
some  extent,  are  ambitious  to  become  scholars  in 
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the  true  sense  of  the  word.  Shall  the  fire  burn 
brightly  on  the  altar  of  their  ambition,  or  shall 
that  altar  become  cold  for  the  want  of  fuel  to  keep 
its  fires  burning?  To  this  end  other  higher  En- 
glish studies,  such  as  possess  a  practical  value  and 
adaptation,  should  be  introduced  the  coming  year 
as  a  compliment  to  the  work  thus  begun.  We 
should  keep  in  mind  two  facts :  nearly  all  our 
children  must  get  their  schooling"  at  home  ;  and 
there  is  an  ever  growing  necessity  for  better 
scholarship  among  all  classes,  even  those  in  the 
common  walks  of  life.  That  degree  of  technical 
training  and  general  intelligence  that  was  ade- 
quate in  the  days  of  our  fathers  is  not  sufficient 
now.  Hence  the  necessity  of  making  our  schools 
the  best  in  kind  and  of  sufficient  length  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  times. 

We  regret  the  very  large  number  of  instances 
of  tardiness  which  appear  in  the  school  registers, 
(see  tabular  statement.)  Teachers  recognize  the 
tact  that  it  is  their  duty  to  inculcate  habits  of 
punctuality  as  a  cardinal  virtue,  and  appear  to  do 
all  in  their  power  to  have  all  their  pupils  present 
to  answer  to  the  roll-call.  The  attention  of  pa- 
rents is  urgently  called  to  this  great  evil,  and  it  is 
hoped  may  he  remedied  in  the  future,  not  only  for 
the  goo:!  01  the  individual  scholar,  hut  for  the  more 
successful  work  of  the  whole  school.  It  is  also  a 
matter  ot  regret  that  some  01  the  scholars  are  so 
irregular  in  their  attendance,  and  would  he  more 
so  did  not  the  truant  officer  persistently  urge  upon 
their  parents  the  necessity  of  sending  them  to 
school.  Children  of  tender  years  are  kept  at  home 
fortrivial  reasons, in  violation  oi  law  by  those  who 
know,  or  ought  to  know,  the  demands  ot  our  school 
laws.  Such  parents  should  be  made  to  under- 
stand that  laws  are  placed  upon  the  statute  books 
to  be  obeyed,  and  that  their  claims  are  superior  to 
individual  wishes  and  unwise  opinions. 

The  late  Hon.  J.  W.  Patterson,  in    his   la>t   re- 
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port  of  the  N.  H  schools,  speaking  of  non-attend- 
ance, and  keeping  children  from  school  to  work, 
used  the  following  language:  "  A  child's  time  is 
infinitely  more  valuable  to  him  than  it  can  be  to 
its  parents,  and  he  should  not  be  deprived  of  it." 

We  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  number 
of  people  in  town  who  are  unable  to  read  and 
write,  and  consequently  are  obliged  to  omit  that 
item.
